his story. A mob of union men sur- 
rounded the school and threatened to 
take Mr. and Mrs. Chapin to union 
headquarters for trial. It developed 
that Mrs. Chapin had gone to the 
rescue of Mrs. Jones who had been 
attacked by a mob of unionized serv- 
ants just outside the gate. 

Mrs. Chapin tried to get out of the 
difficulty by offering an apology to the 


‘gatekeeper, but the union demanded 


a written one. It was necessary to do 
this to avert what might have been 
Physical violence. 

Striking mission employés broke 
through the gate of the girls’ school 
and threatened the life of the business 
manager of the mission, E. J. Bran- 
nan, who had refused the exorbitant 
demands the bolshevised students.

Head Hunters of Chicago 
Are Germs, Bundesen Says 


Head hunting as the jungle tribes 
know it may be a novelty to this com- 
munity, but Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, 
health commissicner, in his latest 
weekly bulletin assures the public that 
there is plenty of a different sort of 
head hunting right here in Chicago. 
Lack of cleanliness and sanitary con- 
ditions in homes provides the local 
type, “ pediculosis capitas,” or head 
vermin, he says. Dr. Bundesen esti- 
mates that among the 650,000 children 
in Chicago’s schools, about 65,000, or 
ten per cent, are afflicted with “ pedic- 
ulosis capitas.’ The pediculi are 
carriers of a deadly disease, he warns, 


advising regular washing of the heads 
of children with plenty of hot, water 
And soap.

April is the cold frame month for 
northern vegetable growers. For the 
mext few weeks gardeners within the 


zone influenced by Lake Michigan will 
be able to use the cold frame profitably. 

Where seedlings have been started 
early in a hotbed the cold frame makes 
an ideal place to put them until the 
weather warms up. If properly taken out 
of the hotbed and transplanted in cold 
frames, plants will continue to thrive 
without a serious setback. 


Cold frames may be used in starting 
both flowers and fegetables from seed. 
The seeds may be sown almost any time 
after the first of April, especially in a 
season that shows signs of being early. 
Some gardeners plant two spring crops 
of vegetables in their cold frames. 

After the earliest lettuce, cabbage, 
peppers, tomatoes, and eggplants are 
taken from the frames and put in the 
open garden, start melons, Brussels 


often started early in the cold frame.

When a thermometer stuck in the sur- 
face of the garden soil registers 50 de- 
frees Fahrenheit, the seeds of the hardi- 
est vegetables may be sown. Beets. car- 
rots, onions, lettuce, snggeth seeded 
peas, parsley, parsnips, radishes, sal- 
sify, spinach, Swiss chard and turnips 
ate the hardy vegetables that may be 
started in the open garden from seed 
as soon as the ground can be worked.

A correspondent who has evidently 
become more than ordinarily interest- 
ed in securing variety for her table 
recently listed ¢hirteen recipes that she 
would like me to send her. She got 
part of therm, in clippings, and I hope 
she is reading this column daily until 
‘I get some of the others printed here. 
One of the items on the list is 
“fruit compote.” This.is something 
that took its name from the dish used 
for serving it—rather an elegant one 
~for either fresh or cooked fruit. 
And, because it is rather an elegant 
dish, the fruit cooked and served in 
it must be more ceremonial than a 
mere mush of fruit carelessly cooked 
in water. To make the fruit more 
sightly and elegant it is cooked in a4 
sugar sirup, the pieces thus remain- 
ing entire instead of cooking to pieces. 
One may even cook rhubarb to com- 
pote elegance. 

Usually we make the sirup first in 
cooking a fruit compote, buathe love- 
ly pink rhubarb can perhaps best be 
prepared as follows: Wash the stalks, 
split lengthwise once or two or three 
times, then cut cross in one-third inch 
lengths, measure, mix with one-third 
as much sugar as rhubarb, warm the 
two together to draw out the juice, 
then gently cook in this juice or sirup. 

It is a pretty thing for an apple 
blossom luncheon, and fine enough to 
serve over ice cream in a parfait glass 
topped with whipped cream, which 
may be garnished with a few squares 
of the pink rhubarb—squares, we say, 
because the pieces remain as cut, in- 
stead of being cooked up to a mush 
or puree.
